MANILA, P. I, Sept. 13tb, 1899. 


We left Hongkong on the Luugkiang 


of the China Navigation line on the 9th 
ofjSept, and reached Manila sixty four 
hours later, an exceedingly long run tor 
smooth weather. Among the passen- 
gers was Capt. Georga Caliaghan of the 
Royal navy, who hud left H. M ship 
ilermoiue, second class cruiser, to take 
command of a first class one, the Enty- 
raoiu, which was stationed in Manila 
bay. Ihe fa** cabin passengers, made 
us all friends, and in case of the writer 
and the captain the boud was well ce- 
mented, and the honor of an invitation 
to vibit his ship was accepted for a fu- 
ture day. The captain's new ship has a ! 
complement of 520 men, and nearly a | 
three days' chat with the English oflicer 
gave a fund of useful information. 
We 


skirted the coast of Luzon all the lest 
day within a mile or BO, and just before 
vlark we passed Corregidon island and 
entered Manila bay of Listoric fame. 
We went in the noithern passage as ia 
generally done, with the exception of 
those of Dewey's on the Sunday iu May, 
laslyear Nearby on the south is another 
small island with a Rand bar running 
across, and it is here that the cable ship, 
Hooker, was wrecked a few months 
ago, and now lies partially on her side. 
We had hardly passed the island when 
it began to ma, and from that time un- 
til ^two hours afterwards, when the 
liguts of Manila appeared in our front,

lightning Hash showed us a war ship 
nearby, 
and

Lungkiang wns 


anchored for the night, as the health 
and custom olficers are not working 
over time or after dark, at least with 
mall steamers. By six o'clock the next 
morning the English launch and boats 
came for their new captain, but they 
had to lay to for four hours before we 


a clean bill and our baggage £had 


been opened and examined. In my 
dressing case I had an elegant Smith <k 
Wesson revolver that City Marshal En- 
wistle of Portsmouth gave me several 
years ago, and they took it, and kindly 
informed me to call ut custom office later 
:or it. I had a box containing several 
of the fire arms in my trunk, a present 
for Paymaster Ryan of the U. S. Calgoa 
from friends in San Francisco, and they 
bad to be given up as well tor the time 
being. 
Then the company's hunch 


took us ashore. The water front of Ma- 
nila is laid out like a park, and after 
getting inside tho breakwater we ran 
through a narrow sluiceway into the 
Pasig river on both sides of which Ma- 
nila lies. The river on both sides was 
thickly lined with shipping of all kinds, 
steamers, ships and the Filipino*' sam 
pans. We secured two coolies to take 
our baggage on their stick, and follow 
us in carriage to hotel. Today has 
been the first really hot day since we 
left home, but by keeping in the shade 
and taking a word of advice given us 
that "Tomorrow will do," we have taken 
a moderate degree of comfort. Tbis is 
a typical Spanish city, narrow streets, 
not extra clean, and filled by as mixed 
up a race of people as I ever met. The 
Chinese, and they svarm everywhere ia 
the East, the Spanish and black Fili- 
pino, and in such business relations that 
you can hardly realize that of the two 
latter, one has lost, and the other's 
people are still in the war. The Fili 
piuo awaits on the officers and men and 
there is about a brigade in the city of 
regulars; the last volunteers will be go. 
ing home sooa. The transport Sena- 
tor is in the Harbor ready to take men 
home next wtek. 


Ma jot James Miller, U. 8. A,, who ia

1 
fonnd the Major sitting in the large, 
old-fashioned room in bis pajamas, and 
be has grown so there that I hardly knew 
him, 
He talked war in all its aspects, 


but it is my intention to avoid it as 
much as possible in what I write, but 
in my talk with biro, as well as others, 
I find a fttrong sentiment that Gen. 
Otis is doing 
all a man can do 


under the circumstances. The foe is 
all around you, ready to bide his gun 
in the brash and change into whiter 
clothes at a moment'B notice. T he bus • 
mess of the city is on the boom aud 
must be as long as the soldiers have 
plenty of money, and they as a whole 
are good spendeis 
Major Miller has 


over two hundred of the Filipinos as 
prisoners nearby 
him — no charges 


against them only suspicion—they be- 
ing fouad near the firing line. Off Ca- 
vil e lies the war ships, only a few as 
the rest are down among the other 
islands. The curfew law is enforced 
hero, that is martial lav; at 8.30 m the 
evenings no one is allowed 'on the 
streets nave police andguards.exceptthe 
few with passes, and they are a limited 
few. Gen. Otis tloes not mean to have 
an uprising in the night time. He oc- 
cupies with his officers as headquarters 
the palace of the late Gov. General oi 
the islands, and despite much of the 
btatuary has been taken away, it is an 
elegant building inside. I go to Cavite 
today.

NAVAL STATION, OAVITE, P. I., 


Sept 18, 1899. 


Six or sevca miles from Manila by 


water lies Cavite, while following along 
the shore front thtt distance must be 
nearly double. ~ttr *was hero that- the 
writer landed a few days ago, coming 
over from the city by the government 
launch to report for duty at the uavy 
yard, which occupies a large area, and 
\vhiohhaRmadethetownfamous. The 
reader will remember that it was off 
Cavito that the navjl fight of May Int. 
18'JS, took place, that Cavite was the 
irst place taken possession of by the 
orces under Admiral Dewey, aud that it 
was some mouths afterwards before Ma- 
nila surrendered. Today relics of tha 
naval contest are everywhere visible by 
>artially sunken wrecks that dot the 
>ay eveiywhere taear Cavite. 
Across 


the water, a mile and a half away, lies 
one of the largest Spanish nhips evi- 
dently grounded at high tide, and now 
quite near the shore, while here and 
there around the point is the former 
pride of the Spanish squadron in the 
Asiatic water rusting to decay, while 
within the enclosure of what I should 
ihink might be Cavite bay are some 
lalf dozin more of the ships lying 
abandoned, like an ever present re 
minder of the fatal day in the history 
of Spanish sovereignty in the Philip' 
lines. The latter wrecks are termed 
among the naval men here as the sui- 
cides—that is, the ones that rather than 
3e captured were scuttled, but they 
oom up on the water aa if they were 
anchored. 
Coming from Manila by 


w»ter, the visitor runs alongside or near 
the flagship Baltimore, Admiral Watson, 
he monitors Monterey and Monaduock, 
and others, including the Charles too, 
Concord, Petrel, Callao, Colgoa aud 
Manila. At the wharves lay a dozen or 
more steam launches, large and small, 
and some of them armed and equipped 
with the beat the nation affords. Be- 
fore the Spanish surrendered they had 
a six or nine-inch gun np near Subic 
bay that they had hoped to have given 
Dewey a preliminary welcome with when 
be came to the shores, but it was not 
used. Lately it has made its appear- 
ance again there in the hands of the in- 
surgents, and for (ear it might hurt 
some smaller craft, 
the 
Monterey, 


Wheeling, Charleston and Concord left 
here early this morning, expecting to 
reach there somo time late this after- 
noon. After sending m a few shot to 
locate it, tho Monterey will let go one 
or two of her big guns and try to dis- 
lodge it. Then tomorrow it is planted 
to send between three and four hun- 
dred marines and blue-jackets ashore 
and find out if it wonld adorn the Ca- 
vil* yard or some of our new armed 
gubboata. 
Tho commandant of tho 


yard U commander of tho Monterey, 


and be has gone in charge, and if pos- 
ible means to return with it by Wed- 
nesday. My superior officer has gone 
vith the paity, and if there had been 
he least chance for a civilian I should 
have gone myself. The navy yard here 
9 a busy place, nearly a thousand are 
employed, including the Chinese, Fili- 
)iuos and coolies. Dawey brought over 
some Chinese mechanics frozi Hong 
iong, and the natives have not taken 
tindly to it. When they come into the 
yard and return from tho work the ma- 
rines are on guard with fixed bayonets 
and woe be to the man who begins the 
trouble. There are machine and wood 
shops here at the yard; no modern ma- 
chinery, two coolies saw tha lumber 
lengthwise, and then it is planed down 
to size by hand. The power for the 
big wood lathe is a twelve-foot wheel 
run by two coolies. The pay in the 
machine shop is $1.75 Mexican per day 
tor the best of them, running down to 
one dollar. 'Carpenters, $1.5U; second 
class, SI 25. Brick masons, 81.25; saw- 
yers, $1.10; laborers, 81.00 per day, 
which in gold is just one-half of price 
quoted. The officers of the yard and 
petty officers have qaarlers above theii 
offices, while the clerks have had to go 
outside the yard in old Spanish Cavite 
and hunt quarters for themselves. The 
grounds around the officers' quarters 
are filled with palms and tropical trees 
and plants, and are the same surround 
iags of the old regime. Sunday morn 
ing the natives go to church, theu come 
home and have cock fights all day. In 
the little square near my lodgings is a 
bamboo enclosure, twenty-fooS circle, 
with matted coverings, and here they 
have four fights an hour. 
The men 


who haudle the birds work the cocks 
up to blood heat, let the other draw the 
blood from their necK by a sharp pick 
as they shove them towards each other 
and quickly pull them back. 
\V hen 


the amount of wager money is covered 
then they are let go and one or the 
other must aie, as they have a sharp- 
ened spur tied to one leg of the cock 
and when it strikes it kills. The night 
belora the writer weat to his office he 
had been to Manila and owing to a 
breakdown on the launch arrived at the 
yard quite late. He walked fast as he 
was in a new place -and it was dark, 
when a voice, "Who comes there," was 
heard, and thinking it could not be for 
him lie kept on until it came again, and 
with it the click of the gun trigger. 
Then an officer and two men came out; 
ho told them he was a new employe acd 
was allowed to pass through the gate 
outside. It matters not to the readers 
what the officer told me, but I will an- 
swer next time if the enquiry is made a 
mile away. Near by the lodgings is 
hospital and two companies of the Six - 
teenth regulars are quartered, conse- 
quently we are under martial law. 
Two or three miles away, on tha penin- 
sula thut runs to the main land, is an- 
other company of regulars with 
couple of guns as guard to the town o 
Cavite, There are 300 or 400 marines 
guarding the yard and its approaches 
and about four companies of the Sixth 
teenth in and around the town. Across 
the water that the point encircles are 
the insurgents. When attacked they go 
away, but come again. No mail from 
homo yet and it leads me to think tha 
it 
must have gone down with the 


wreck of the Morgan City transport.

Tht Boers Again Assume An 


elve Attttutfe—A feeling *f Uneaei- 
ness Ixlsts In London for The Safe- ; 
ty of British Troop*—A Patrol of 
Mounted Infantry Shelled by .Boers. 


London, Oct. 30.—According to the 
latest reports from Cape Town, Gen. 
Joubert has Jqlned hands with the 
Free State forces, and there has been 
some 
outpost 
fighting. 
President 


Kruger arrived at Olencoe. 
The Standard voices the general 
anxiety regarding Sir George Stewart 
White's position by remarking the 
adaptability and able strategy of the 
Boers, for which they had hitherto, not 
been given credit. It goes on to say: 
"Their strategy is so well planned 
that it is impossible to doubt that it 
is the pt-oduct of some officer trained 
in the best European school of war." 


Boer Camps Are Thick. 


London, Oct. 30.—The Daily Mail 
publishes the following dispatch from 
pjetermar**zburg, dated on Sunday: 
"Patrols from Ladysmlth report 


that there are four Boer camps with- 
in a radius of ten miles, extending in 
a semi-circle northeast of the town. 
Evidently the enemy is concentrating 
all his forces. Commandant General 
Joubert is in supreme command. One 
Boer laager has a Red Cross tent care- 
fully posted in a conspicuous position. 
"The British had several skirmishes 


with the enemy to-day. Railway com- 
munication with Ladysmith still is in- 
tact. At Colenso a couple of Basutos 
were detected putting bowlders on the 
railway. They confessed that they 
had done this by order of the Trans- 
vaal authorities. 


"A war balloon, very small and so 


light that two men can hold and haul 
it down easily with a wire strand, and 
which can ascend 3,000 foet, is now 
in use, and the full position of the 
Boer guns has been ascertained." 


Planned Campaign in Advance. 


London, Oct. 30.—All eyes in Eng- 


land are turned toward Northern Na- 
tal, where General White's force and 
the united armies of Free State and 
Transvaal Boers may already have 
tought a great battle. 


Until Saturday evening not a word 


had come from Ladysmith since Wed- 
nesday, when it was reported that the 
Boers were showing signs of resum- 
ing 
the 
aggressive. The 
silence, 


which to many seemed ominous, was 
broken by this despatch from Cape 
Town: 


"Scouts from Modder Spruit having 


reported the Boers in force on the 
Helpmakaar road, General White at 
once ordered out a strong force of ar- 
tillery, mounted infantry and cavalry. 
A small patrol of mounted infantry 
was shelled by the Boers nine miles 
from Ladysmith, and the Boer posi- 
tion was finally located three miles 
beyond Modrter Spruit. The British 
force is now four miles from the 
Boers." 
The despatch does not give the date 


of this reconnoissance, but If the Boer 
advance from Dundee southward and 
from Besters Station eastward pro- 
ceeded steadily the engagement fore- 
shadowed by the despatch may al- 
ready have been fought. 


Alternative Is Fight or Retreat. 
In the view of military men, General 


White is in scarcely a more reassur- 
ing position now than he was at the 
outbreak of the war. While he has 
shown his ability to outwit the Boers' 
strategy, he has apparently reached 
the limit of this game of war, by which 
he was able to prevent the massing 
of the Boer columns, and must now 
give flght or retreat. 


Many persons think he should rest 


content with the successes so far at- 
tained and fall back on. Colenso. since 
lie appears to be able to move his 
forces quickly and without loss. It is 
believed, however, that he will not 
follow this course, but will prefer to 
hold Ladysmith, even against much 
superior numbers, until _ reinforced. 
The feeling that he intends to do this 


t creates some uneasiness, for victories 


over Boer units are not Jbelievftd to in- 
dicate that the same result -can be 
achieved over the Boerg when massed. 


Boer Plans Well Matured. 


The rapidity of the Boer advance 


and the tenacity of the .endeavors of 
their columns to concentrate on Gen- 
eral White, have proved that the 
Boers' plans were matured long before 
hostilities displaced negotiations, and, 
though they may be unable to stand 
before the brilliant charges of the 
British troops or serve their artillery 
with the skill of their opponents, they 
are a mobile force and operate har- 
moniously under a carefully prepared 
plan of campaign. 
By November 4 the last troop ship 


should have sailed, but the army corps 
will scarcely take the field until the 
end of December. 


Only Two Officers May Go. 


Washington, Oct. 30.—The War De- 


partment has been obliged to recon- 
sider its determination to send four 
army officers to observe the military 
operations in South Africa, as the 
British authorities have made known 
that It would be impossible to give 
adequate facilities,to such a number. 
•Other foreign governments have made 
application to send officers with the 
British forces, and if four were ac- 
commodated from each government It 
would make an unusually large con- 
tingent 
f 
Acting ,on this suggestion, the War 
Department has determined that Cap- 
tain Slocum and perhaps Captain Gib- 
son will constitute the United States 
representation, although It may be 
found necessary to restrict the repre- 
sentation to Captain'Slocum, who is 
on his way to the Cape.

A B»Md of Mettles* Cavalry BrlMfi 


In Thirty Prisoners. 


Austin, Tex., Got. SO.—A despatch 


from OriU. Bute of Soaora, Meiteo, 
says thst a squad of Mexican cavalry 
haa arrived there having in charge a 
party of about thirty Yaqut Indian 
prisoners, who were captured near 8a- 
huarlpa .a few days ago. These pris- 
oners are being taken to Quaymas 
where they will be confined. The fact 
that those prisoners are alive proves 
the untruth of the report that has 
been current that all Indian prisoners 
captured up to this time had been 
shot. It is known, however, that a 
number of prisoners have met their 
death at the hands of the soldiers, but 
it is said that they were attempting 
to escape when shot. 
It is learned from these recent ar- 
rivals from the Indian country that 
the expected general engagement be- 
tween the troops and Indians has not 
yet taken place. The Yaquis have 
moved their camp to the mountains 
some distance northeast of Sahuaripa. 


DIVORCE BRpKE HER HEART. 


Toledo Woman Dies of Despair After 


Being Deserted. 


Toledo, O., Oct. 30.—Mrs. Catherine 


Baackes, the former wife of Frank B. 
Baackes, general 
manager of the 


American Wire ami Steel Company, is 
dead at the home of her mother in 
this city. She died from a broken 
heart and despair, brought about by 
her separation from her husband, who 
is now traveling in Europe, and from 
whom she obtained a divorce on Oct. 
C on the ground of desertion. 


Baackes draws an enormous salary 


and is wealthy. When the divorce 
was granted some stock was settled 
upon her. Soon after the divorce she 
began to fail, and finally a friend went 
into court and asked that a guardian 
be appointed upon the ground that 
she was becoming an Imbicile. She 
leaves one son. 


Baackes first organized the Salem 


Wire Nail Company. In a few years 
the concern absorbed the nail com- 
pany of Newcastle, Pa., the factory at 
Findlay, and then at Cleveland, which 
were all classed as the Salem Wire 
Nail Company. Operations were car- 
ried on under this name until the re- 
cent trust was formed, Baackes being 
made general manager, with offices in 
Chicago.

It was 
with the greatest difficulty that the 
boats were lilted out of the canyon 
and carried around this fall.

of the party are enthusiastic over the 
results obtained by the trip.

"I never thought that the steam 


railroads looked at the electric road 
matter as they should have in the first 
plac?," remarked a well posted railroad 
man. 


"The late James T. Furber of the 


Boston and Maine, was the only man 
whom I believe ever looked at it aright. 
In the days when tbe electric motor as 
a means of transportation was evident, 
I believe the steam roads should have 
met the emergency, and instead of mak 
ing an enemy of it, utilized it Jar their 
beneiit. It was evident that tbe electric 
transportation had coma to star, and in- 
stead of fighting it ofl they should have 
secured the right to build all the trunk 
lines possible, and have worked it in 
conjunction with the others. In every 
section where it would pay they should 
have built a hue so that it would have 
fed the steam line with freight 
and 


passengers, as well as accommodated 
everyone in its vicinity. 


"In the greater number of cases the 


roads could have been made self-sup- 
porting , as they are now, and in the 
others the addition of the freight that 
would be brought to the doors of the 
steam roads would have more than com- 
pensated. Then the competition wonlfi 
not have been great. 


"As it is, I cau't see where there has 


been any great inroad made by the com- 
petition of the electric roads, as the 
latter seemtoha^e created a demand 
for their own use that does not detract 
greatly from the use of the steam roads. 


"It is not too late now for the steam 


roads to uwaken to their opportunity in 
many cases, and take the benefit of the 
electric road where there are none, or 
to even purchase where they are situat- 
ed."

A TRIP THROUGH THE TftAMft* 


VAAL COUNTRY DISTRICTS. 


Hornet and Characteristics of a Pe- 


culiar People—Fertile Soil,But Lack 
of Cultivation—The Average Boer 
Gee* to Bed With HI* Clothes On. 
Let me Introduce you to a Dutch 


farmhouse in the Transvaal as I saw 
it one fine afternoon not long ago. It 
was altuated some miles from any 
town or village; the typical Boer does 
not desire any near neighbors. The 
way to it lay over the high veldt, 
along vast plains, with here and there 
a range of hills presenting the appear- 
ance of huge puddling molds turned 
upside 
down, only slightly more 


rugged of surface but scarcely less 
bare. 
The road (by courtesy so 


called) led over small heaps of stone 
and reddish sand, varied by deep ruts 
and sluices, the beds of dried up rivers 
and now and then gliding gradually 
into the burnt-up pasture land, over 
tufts of struggling, unwholesome look- 
ing grass. There were no hedges, no 
fences, no walls. Our \ehicles was a 
kind of buggy, a hjbrid between a 
Cape cart and an old fashioned gig. 


Winding around the base of one of 


the big pudding basins we came upon 
a little valley, in which two or three 
green trees of the willow species 
showed the presence of water, and 
soon, afterward arrived at the house. 
It was a low building of stone, with a 
corrugated iron roof; along the tront 
ran the stoop, which is a raised cause- 
way or veranda built always of stone 
laid one upon another, and covered 
•with earth beaten down hard.

room and drawing room combined; it 
was rather long and narrow, with a 
deal table, also narrow, and a few 
wooden chairs. Against one wall was 
a wooden, box, which, with - two or 
three cushions on it* posed as a couch. 
A small harmonium stood at one end 
and in two corners were, little cup- 
boards or whatknois, draped with cre- 
tonne or colored print. The floor was 
composed of a mixture of clay and 
cow dung baten down hard and firm. 
I was informed that this kind of floor 
Is considered very good for health. I 
was introduced to my bedroom lead- 
ing out of the dmmg room, and found 
it simply, but a little more comforta- 
bly, furnished, muslin curtains to the 
window, but no blinds. As I stood on 
the stoop later there came to me a 
fair vision of farmhouses at home, 
with their trim, smooth lawns, vege- 
table and flower gardens, and I 
thought, oh. for a little industry and 
enterpiise in this desert, which could 
be made to blossom as a rose. 


Neglect Their Opportunities. 


The soil is so fertile that it is com- 


monly said if you throw a plant at 
the ground, and water it, it will grow. 
Here all around it was little better 
than a wilderness; a pool lay at the 
bottom stf the bare patch which should 
have been a garden, and a few ducks 
stood among the reeds, or disported 
themselves on the water. 
No green 


fields of wheat or fcarley waved in the 
soft, sweet air. 
The Boer does not 


seem to believe in cultivation save 
for a little ground roughly scratched 
over for patches ot Indian corn, here 
called mealies, of which, when finely 
ground and sifted, they make their 
bread; very good it is when quite 
fresh, but after r. day or two it be 
comes hard and sour. 
Through all the years in which the 


Boers have held the 
Transvaal it 
seems never to have occurred to them 
that, With some labor and care, they 
should have made this country both 
profitable and fair lo look upon. Water 
Is to be found generally at a depth of 
30 feet; certainly locusts and drought 
are formidable foes, but in Natal, 
whore these drawbacks are also 
known, and the climate much hotter, 
considerable land Id under cultivation. 
It is not that tha Boor bestows much 
time on mental attainments or the 
study ot hookc, on aesthetic culture

is both meat and drink, and it 


is said to be in consequence of their 
drinking it so many times a day that 
the Boer women attain such gigantic 
proportions as they frequently do in 
middle life, and sometimes in youth, 
also.

One pe- 


culiarity of the men's clothes is that 
they appear to be borrowed; they nev- 
er fit (I am speaking now. of course, 
of the low cl'»ss Boer), there is too 
much ankle, often stockingless, shown 
and too much wrist to agree with the 
modern idea of fitness. 
It was a bril- 


liant morning, and the sun soon dried 
up the excessive moisture of the pre- 
vious night 
Presently three mem- 


bers of the family offered to accom- 
pany me on a ramble. 
We walked 


some distance, and came upon the 
ruins of another farmhouse—a few 
stones left upon another and tbe same 
utter poverty of surroundings, no 
tiees, no trace of garden or orchard. 
On returning to tbe house coffee was 
served, but I did not take any. 


Poultry Made Comfortable. 


Now came a surprise, and I ceased 


to wonder at my lively visitors^ in the 
still hours of the night before when I 
difecoveiod tbat in two corners of the 
dining room, under the two arrange- 
ments of shelves of whatnots, were 
two hens sitting on eggs. 
Moreover, 


the other hens and young chickens 
wandered In and out from the stoop at 
their owa sweet will. 
In this par- 


ticular household it seemed the rule 
to begin to think of preparing dinner 
when everybody felt hungry, and we 
did not dine before 2:30 o'clock. 


They are very inquisitive, but it 


is pleasant to add that they are usual- 
ly kind and hospitable to such strang- 
ers as can converse with them in the 
taal, which is Lew Dutchj and the 
same language as that in which His 
Honor the Staat-President preaches 
in the little Dopper Church near to his 
residence at Pretoria.

Saints' day, is especially observed by 
the Espiscopalians, and November 2, All 
Sonl'e day, by the Catholics. In times 
long past the day was observed by the 
Romans as well as the Saxons and the 
Celts. 


The Osterfectt of the Germans, the 


Beiltine of the Celts, or the Johannis- 
feuer and the Samtheine, are all proba- 
bly related with Hallowe'en to the an- 
cient custom of recognizing, by special 
rites, those days on which the fairies 
were supposed to be especially active. 
One of the most essenial features of Hal- 
lowe'en 
observation appears to have 


been the custom of the lighting by each 
household of a bonfire at nightfall. 


The day has come to have a special 


significance in the west of Scotland and 
the charms and spells of that night so 
big with prophecy for peasant youth 
and maiden have been so sweetly sang 
by Robert Burns that there is small 
;hance of the day ever being forgotten 
by Scottish hearts at least. 


Burning the nuts is one great charm 


of Hallowe'en. The names of youth am 
maiden uie given to each particular nut 
as it lies in the fire and accordingly "as 
they quietly burn together or start from 
each other, the course and issue of the 
courtship will bo." 


An easy way to learn the name of one's 


missing but future half i« on Hallow 
eve, to stand before a looking glass with 
a candle, and combing your hair and 
eating an apple before the mirror, the 
face of your future spouse will be seen 
I eenng over jour shoulder. 


If a lad or lass goes to the bank of a 


runniug stream, where "three lairils' 
lands meet," dip their left shirt sleeve 
in the water and theu go to bed in sight 
of a fire, having hung the wet sleeve in 
front of it to dry, about midnight the 
exact form and figure of the much longec 
for life companion will appear as though 
in the act of turning the sleeve to dry 
the other side. 
Tiie spell is said to 


work invariably if the stream bo run- 
ning south. 


If you are contemplating marriage 


and have any misgivings as to the maid- 
enhood of your bride, you have only to 
set three dishes in front of the fire; put 
clean water in one, foul water in anoth- 
er, and leave the thirrl empty. Then 
blindfold a person and lead him to the 
hearth where the dishes are set. If he 
dips his hand into the clean water j our 
bride is a maid, if into the foul a widow, 
and if into the empty dish you may as 
well give up all your fond hopes and 
prepare your bachelor's hall, for you 
will never be able to find a wife.

Frank P. Porks, who murdered aged 


Mrs. Mary Carltonof Kittery last spring, 
has finally been punished to the fnll ex- 
tent of the Maine law.

The Kittery man seems' a model pris- 


oner, however, and bas net caused any 
trouble since his attempt to escape was 
frustrated. 


He sats heartily and appears to be in 


the best of spirits. 
He did not expect a 


life sentence but recently talk a Bidde- 
ford man who was a prisoner at the jail 
and bunked in the same room, that be 
was prepared to serve his sentence like 
a man. 


Tue crime for which Parks was sen- 


tenced today was the most brutal in the 
history of Maine. It had no extenuating 
circumstance. While in an intoxicated 
condition he entered the home of Mrs. 
Mary Tarlton on Commercial street, 
Kittery, on the afternoon of January 
23, of the present year, and after horri- 
bly mutilating her, (a woman nearly 
ninety years of age) robbad the house. 


He was seen to enter the house, 
aad 


when disturbed at his crime, he jump- 
ed through the window of the ell and 
was shortly after followed to his home, 
two miles distant, and placed under ai- 
resc. Tha woman died the 
following 


morning. 


Parks was tried before a jury at Al 


fred last June and found guilty of mur- 
der in the first degree. The defence was 
dipsomania. 


Parks' father.mother, brother and sis 


ter were present when the sentnece was 
pronounced. 
Attorney Matthews of 


Berwick was in the court room, but 
Parks' counsel, Judge Emery of Ports 
mouth, was unable to be there. 


The prisoner will DO taken to Thorn 


aston prison at once and will be closely 
guarded.
